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DUTIES OF THE QUABTEBJI43TER'8 DEPAETMENT. 



Under existing laws the Quartemmster's Department^ under tha 
direction of tlie Secretary of War, providea tbe Army witli military 
stores and snppliea regiiisite for its use, enfb as clothing ami equipage, 
teuts, band insti-uments, tableware and mess furniture, equipments 
for post bakerier:, fuel, forage, stationery, lumber, straw for bedding for 
men and animals, all materials foi (jamp, and for shelter for troops and 
stores, ftirnitui'e fiir ban^acks, such as bunks, benches, cLairs, tables, 
lockers, heating and cooking stoves fur nsein public barracks and quar- 
ters, tools for mechanics and laborers in the Quartermaster's Depart- 
ment, furniture, toxt-booka, papers, and equipment for post schools, 
reading matter for post libraries, wagons, ambulances, carts, saddles, 
harness, water supply, sewernge, plumbing, illuminating supplies, and 
heating for all military posts and buildings. 

The Dei>artnieut is also charged with the duty of transporting, by 
laud and water, troops, munitions of war, equipments, and all articles 
of military supplies from the place of purchase to the several armies, 
garrisons, posts, and recrnitiug placea. 

Under act of Congress amending sectiou 1661, Revised Statutes, f(«r 
arming and ei]uip|)ing the militia, this Department supplies qaartermas- 
ter stores, clothing, and equipage to the militia of the several States 
and Territories, and transports the same to said States and Territories. 
It also furnishes trans portatiou fof ordnance and ordnance stores issued 
by the United States to the militia of the several States and Territo- 
ries. It also transports the property for other Executive Departments 
on requisitions, paymentstlieiefiir being made by the respective Depart- 
ments to the carriers upon accounts forwaided through the Quarter- 
master-General's Ofdce for that purpose. 

This Department prepares the necessary plans and constructs all 
buildings at military posts, such as barracks, quarters, storehouses, 
hoS|)itals, etc., builds wharves, constructs and repairs roads for military 
purposes, builds all necessary military bridges, providej^, by hire or pur- 
chase, grounds for military encampmeiita and buildinga; contracts for 
all horses for cavalry, artillery, and for the Indian acouts, and for such 
infantry and members of the Hospital Corps in the Held campaigns as 
may be required to be mounted ; pays for all incidental expen.sea of the 
military service which are not provided by other corps. 

The cave and maintenance of national cemeteries is an additional 
duty of this Department. It also provides suitable headstones to mark 
the graves ol all soldiers, sailors, oi' marines who served during the late 
war, including those who have been buried in private cemeteries and 
other burial places. 

Section IMil, Revised Statutes, makes it the duty of the Quarter- 
master General, under the direction of the Secretary of War, to pre- 
scribe and enforce a system of accountability for all quartermasti '" 
supplies furnished the Army, its officer.s, aeiimen, and marines. 

The adminiatration of the affairs of the Dejiartment during the lasl 
fiscal year was conducted under the able supervision of my predec 
Gen. R. N. Hatchelder. 

CLOTHING AND EQUIPAGE SUPPLIES. 

The sum of 81,100,000 was appropriated by Congress for this braocfe! 
of the service lor the past fiscal year. 

There was placed to the credit of the appropriation for clothing a 
equipage during the flscal year the sum of 1^178,545.89 and the sum o

FORAGE CAPS. 

The new pattern forage cap was introduced into tbe Army on Jan- 
uary 1 last. The first issue called fortb some criticisms, which were 
fmmedlately inquired into, resulting in a cap witb beavier cloth, lighter 
Rnd uonshrinkable lining, and better workmanship. 

The caps will hereafter be made of dark-blue cloth, weighing about 
16^ instead of 14 ounces to the linear yard. Upholsterers' hair cloth, 
tihorougbly shrunk, will be used as a stiffening for the sides with no 
lieavy lining in the crown. The aim of the Department has been to 
construct a cap that will combine lightness with durability and reten- 
tion of shape, which seems to have been accomplished. Actual use in 
service will soon demonstrate whether the object sought has been 
attained. 

CAP DEVICES FOR ENLISTED MEN. 

This Department has had under consideration for some time the 
improvement of the cap devices for tbe enlisted men of the Army. An 
order has been placed with manufacturers to furnish devices for the 
Engineer Corps, and the cavalry, artillery, and infantry arms of the 
service. This device is of solid brass, to which are fastened, by means 
of hard solder, the letters and numbers and also a screw by means of 
which the device itself is rigidly fastened to the cap. The entire orna- 
ment ia gilded and therefore need not be taken from the cap for the 
purpose of cleaning. This device is comparatively inexpensive aud 
iconsidered more durable. Samples for devices for enlisted men of the 
staff corps ai-e now uuder consideration. 
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BUOKSKIN GAUNTLETS. 

To overcome tlte continued il iaa at i a faction witL the leathei' ganntleta 
fui-uisliecl to mounted troops it baa been decided, "after years of experi- 
meuts witii g6a,t and calf skiti ganutleta, to hereafter make tliem of the 
genuino oil-tanned bnckakins, whicU, it' properly made, it is believed 
will bring about satisfactory resnlta, 

ARCTIC OVERSHOES. 

The attention of tlie Department having frequently been called to the 
exuessipe weight of the arctic overaboea, the snbjeet has received care- 
ful consideration and a new standard of improved quality and of lighter 
weight adopted. The weight of the new shoes ia '2 pouuds 14 ounces 
per pair against 3 pounds S ounces per pair of those formerly supplied. 

SHOES WITH nUBBER HEEL LIFTS. 

During the piirst year BOO pairs of the preaent pattern shoes, provided 
"with rubber heel lifts, were purchased by this Departmeut and issued to 
• troops i^t a number of the military posts for trial. From reports received 
.it appeara that these heels are apt to come off; they last only a few 
weeks, requiring frequent repair and the issue of extra heels. For 
these aud other reasons it is not (considered advisable to Introduce them 
into the Army in lieu of the present standard. 

BUBBER PONCHOS. 

An improvement has been made in the rubber ponchos, by the adop- 
tion of one that will combine lightness with durability. Standards 
have been procured aud distributed to the general depots to be fol- 
lowed iu making future purchases. The weight of the new ponchos is 
lixed at m>t less than 1 pound 15 ounces nor more than 2 pouuds 2 
ounces, while the average weight of those formerly issued was 2 pouuds 
8 ounces. 

IMPROVEMENT IH TENTS. 

Letters patent upon the iinprovements in a tent support tor conical 
wall tents, submitted by Maj. Charles W. Williams, quartermaster, 
United States Army, have been granted by the Interior Department to 
the ofttcer named free of charge, so that the invention may be used by 
the Government without the payment of royalty thereon. 

Reports have been received from the posts where 12 of these improved 
tenta were sent tor trial, from which it appears that with a few minor 
changes these tents will prove of great value if adopted for general 
nae. The subject is receiving further consideration. 

AUSTRIAM SHELTER TENT AND QVEECOAT COMBINED. 

Sixteen of the above-mentioned tents and overcoats combined were 
furnished this Department free of charge by the patentees, Messrs. Isaac 
Mantner & Son, of Vienna, Austria, and sent to several military posts 
for trial. From rejjorta received, the general opinion ia that the tents 
are not adapted to the wants of our service, and that the troops 
generally prefer the equipmenta famished by this Department. 

During the year all the demands from the Army and from the militia 
for clothing aud equipage supplies have beeu promptly met.

TRANSPORTATION. 

Dariug the past fiscal year the Quartermaster's Department furnished 
transportation for 4.J8,953 persons, 3,932 animals, and 91,067 tons of 
material and supplies. 

The sum of $103,541.36 was expended daring the fiscal year for the 
principal movement of troops, exclusive of dednctioits on account of 
land-grant and bond-aided railroads. 

ForHummerencampments, practice marches, etc., the sum of $6,453.76 
was expended, and also the sum of $7,626.13 for the transi)ortation of 
enlisted men engaged iu rifle competition and target practice. 

Four thousand eight hundred and thirty-eight persons, 1,270 animals, 
and 37,733,821 pounds of freight were transported during the fiscal 
year over the bond-aided Pacific railroads, their branches and leased 
lines. 

The 8 steamboats owned by the Quartermaster's Department were 
kept in service during the year, at a coat of $91,930.93, including 
repairs. In addition to that sum, an expenditure of $3,769 was made 
for the hire of veesela temporarily required wliiie 3 of the Government 
steamers were undergoing repairs. An additional sum of 16,394.25 
was also expended during the year for the charter and hire of additional 
vessels which were temporarily required. 

TELEGRAPHING ON AEMY BUSINESS. 

Under a decision of the Comptroller of the Treasury of February 
17, 1896, disbursing quartermaaterB pay telegraph companies trans- 
mitting meRsages over lines operated by these compauies along the 
tond-aided Pacific railroads, and the heretofore existing prohibition in 
Army Regulations, 1208, has been withdrawn by General Orders, No. 
17, Adjutant Geneial's Office, 1896. 

OATALBT AND ARTILLERY HORSES. 

There have been 873 cavalry and 86 artillery horses provided during 
the year, at an average cost for cavalry horses of $130.51 each, aud for 
artiUery horses of 8149.10 each. 

The standard of the horses required for the cavalry and artiUery serv- 
ice of the Army has been more explicitly indicated, and the qualities 
as described in the Army Kegulations are being rigidly insisted upon. 
The horses were purchased exclusively under the contract system, as 
provided by law. 

Tbirty-eigbt team horses and 283 mules were purchased at a cost of 
$36,973.20, the average cost of the former being $171.46 each, aud the 
latter $104.09 each. 

During the fiscal year there were sold, died, etc., 1,144 cavalry and 
artillery horses, 47 team horses, and 341 mules, leaving on hand at the 
close of the year 6,004 cavalry and artillery horses, 233 team horses, 
and 3,082 mnles. 

ROADS, WALKS, ETC. 

The sum of $178,408.55 was expended during the year for roads, walks, 
grading, and bridges; $10,879.89 for wharves, and $259,255.34 for water 
supply, sewerage, plumbing, and drainage. 
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The sura of $8:!,905.'17 was expended for lightiug, beating, and cook- I 
lag apparatas, and $24,471.79 for tableware and cooking ntensils. 

BABBACES AND QUAETEES. 

By at't of Congress approved February 12, 1S95, there was provided 
under the head of "Barracks and Quarters" the sum of $750,000, of 
which the sam of $UM),U()0 was made immediately available for improve- 
ments at Columbus Barracks, Ohio, leaviug for other purposes $650,000. 

This sum was expended during the fiscal year iu the cunstractiou of 
barracks, officers' quarters, storehouses, stables, etc., for the repair and 
alteration of buildings and for rent, over onfrbalf of the same being 
expeuded fur repairs nud alterations and for rent. 

There was also expended during the year the sum of (44,824.70 for 
the constructiou and repair of hospitals at military posts. ■ 

MILITARY POSTS. ' 

Congress, by act approved Jane 30, 1S96, provided the sum of $225,000 
**for the cunstractiou of buildings at and the enlargement of such mili- 
tary posts as in the juitgmeut of the Secretary of War may be necessary."

During the year the damage done by storms at Jefl'erson Barrauks, 
Mo., Forts Browu and lliiiggold, Tex., and Plattsburg Barracks, W. Y., 
amounted to *6,3(i8.4«. 

EBSKBVATIONS. 

Under act of Congress approved June 27, 1890, appropriating $16,500 
for purchase of land for target range for use at Fort Mcl'lierBon, G»,, 
a desirable tract of about 1,271 acres, situated partly in C/arroll and 
partly in Haralson conn ties, 1^ miles southeast of Waco, Ga., and about 
50 miles from the post of Fort McPlierson, has fiually been secured 
within the appropriation. The land has been suitably marked by 
boundary stones and a wire inclosing fence erected. 

Under act approved July 8, ISSti, authorizing the sale of the ground 
oomprisiDg Old Fort Brady, Mich., 36 lots have been sold at public and 
private sale, realizing $32,075.79, which sum, less cost of sales, has been 
deposited in the Treasury. 

The remaining unsold lots are in charge of the quarter master at 
Fort Brady, Mich., to whom application fur purchase is made. 

Under act of Congress approved March 1, ISUO, the military reserva- 
tion of Old Fort Bli.-iM, Tex., was jilatted, appraised, and advertised 
for sale on July 3, 1S95. Eight lots have been sold, for which the sum 
of $4,950 was realized. This sum, less expense of sale, has been depos- 
ited in the Treasury. 

The remaining unsold lots are in charge of the quartermaster at 
New Fort Bliss, Tex., for disposal. 

The act of August 9, 1894, provides that when this reservation shall 
have been sold, " so much of the receipts therefrom as may be neces- 
sary not to exceed four thousand dollars are hereby appropriated to 
1 the construction of a military road between the city of El I'aso and 
New Fort Bliss, Texas; said money to bo exjiended under the direction 
of the Secretary of War.'- 

Under the acts of Congress appiwved August 18, 1894, and June 11, 
1890,101.8 acres of additional land has been acquired at Fort Ethan 
Allen, Vt. The deed of warranty to this land lias been obtained and 
is now awaiting the opinion of the Department of Justice as to validity, 
etc. The appropriation made for the purchase of the laud in the acta 
above mentioned amounted to $10,000. 

Under the act approved February 12, 189.1, the Secretary of War has 
accepted from the Spokane and Eastern Trust Company, without cost 
to the United States, a site of 1,022 acres of land situated near the 
city of Spokane, Wash., for the purimse of locating and establishing 
an army post thereon, A deed therefor was duly executed October 31, 
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1895. and reuorded aiuoug tlie county recortis, the Department of Jas- 
tice liaviug rendered favorable opiuioo regardiuK tlie title. 

The sum of $100,000 was appropriatedbyaut approved June 11, 1896, 
to begin tUe uonstruutioii of buildings, etc., at this post. 

The eitizeus of Seattle, Wash., represeutiug the Chamber of Com- 
merce, under the authority coiitaineil iu the act of Congress approved 
March 2, 18!)5, tendeied to the Secretary of War a tract of 703.31 a^res 
on Maguitlia Blulf, about 3 rnile^ from Seattle, for the new military post 
at that place. This site was approved by tlie Secretary of War March 
2, 1800, subject to Department of Justice rendering favorable opinion 
regarding title, etc. 

Under act of Congress approved March 2, 1895, the Secretary of 
War was authorized to establish a military post at or near the city 
of Bismarck, X. Dak., provided not less than &1U acres of land suitable 
for the pur[X)se should be donated free of cost to the United States. [ 

Under authority of this act and Special Orders 296, Adjutant-Gen- 
eral's Office, 1895, a board of officers was appointed Co make a thorough 
examination of all the sites offered and report its findings to the Sec- 
retary of War for his action. 

The sum of 8+0,000 was appropriated by act approved June H, 1896, 
to begin the construction of buildings, etc., at this post.

KATIONAL CE5IETBRIES. 

There are 83 national cemeteries and 75 authorized superintendents. 

All buildings at national cemeteries which were contriicted for during 
the previous fiscal year have been completed, and a gatekeeper's lodge 
has been erected at the northeastern entrance to the Arlington, Va., 
National Cemetery. 

Contracts have also been made for the erection of a brick outbuilding 
in the Chalniette, La., National Cemetery, and for rostrums at the 
Baton Rouge, La., Camp Butler, 111., Po]ilar Grove, Va., and Salisbury, 
N. C, national cemeteries. 

Ten thousand six hundred and thirty iiine marble headstones were 
provided during the year to mark the graves of Union soldiers, sailors, 
and marines in national, {tost, city, and village cemeteries. 

The sum of $9,001.54 was expended during the fiscal year in makiBg 
necessary repairs to roadways to national cemeteries. 

At the San Francisco, Cal., National Cemetery the grounds were 
enlarged by an addition of about 6 acres on the western side, and a 
contract made for the construction of a stone wall ta inclose the same. 

The necessary repairs to the buildings, fences, walks, drives, drainage, 
water supply, etc., have been mrnle at the various cemeteries daring the 
year and the grounds kept in good condition. 
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MEMORIAL BRIDGE. 

The matter of constructing a bridge over tlie Potomac River, between 
the Naval Observatory grounds and tlie Arlington Heservatiou, with a 
view of furuisliing a short and direct route to the Arlington Cemetery 
and Park, and aftbrd rapid coinumniciition between this city and the 
military i)08t of Fort Myer, Va., is a very important one. It has been 
strongly urged by uiy predecessor, and I earnestly recommend that a 
bill similar to Senate bill 170, Fifty-fomth Congress, first session 
(iutroduued by Senator Frye, of Maine}, aud amended and i)assed by 
the Senate February lli, ISSlli, uiay be enacted into law at the coming 
session of Congress. 

APPROAOHES TO ARLIUaTON NATIONAL CEMETERY. 

The improvement of the public roads irom the Aqueduct Bridge, near 
Georgetown, to the Arlington National Cemetery and Parii. has also 
been strongly urged in previous reports, and it is hoped that thjs 
important matter may receive tlie favorable action of Congress at its 
next session. The estimates made by the engineers of the War Depart- 
ment for the construction of gwni macadamized roads of a substantial 
and durable character fix the cost of this improvement at $50,000.

TREES AND TREK CULTURE, 

Planting of trees in the southwest corner of the reservation was 
commenced iu December, under ttiithority from this ofQce of June 12, 
1895, and continued until Februiiry 13, when it was suspended under 
telegraphic instruotiona ft-om the Secretary of War. Planting was 
resumed in March under the original plan as modified by the Secretary 
of War Mar<;h 1((. Twenty-six acres of the flat in this portion of the 
reservation were j)lowed and harrowed iu February and planting of 
trees therein was in progress wlien work was suspended. Under the 
Secretary's instructions the trees planted were removed and the flat 
sowed in grass. 

Purchase of trees during the year was as follows: 30,101 Monterey 
pines, 6,800 Oregon pines, fiil redwoods. 

The following were raised in the nurnery from seed: 51,700 cypress, 
2.5,179 eucalyptus. Of the above-named trees 32,746 piaes, 13,250 
cypress, 1,820 eucalyptus, and 541 retlwoods were set out in the 
southwest corner of tlie reservation, along portions of the newroailvvay 
connecting McDowell avenue with First avenue, along the margin of 
Mountain Lake, near the Marine Hospital fence, and along the lence 
up Lyon street. About 1,000 trees were also set out aroniid the new 
mortar batteries on Fort Point Bluffs on request of the Engineer 
Dei)artment. Numerous vacant spaces in previous plantings have 
been filled. Upward of 17,000 eucalyptus trees, 20,000 cypress trees, 
and 1,50(1 Oregon pines remain iu the nursery owing to the (lecrease of 
the area it was originally planned to plant this year. Many of the 
cypress and pine trees can be utilized next spring; in tilling vacancies 
that will arise in this year's planting, but it is feared that eucalyptus 
trees will be almost a total loss, as tliey will then be too large to trans- 
plant successfully. 
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ROADWAYS. 



The roadway to connect MuDowell and First avenuea, via the pump- 
ing station, which was contracted for and coiumeuced in the pfevions 
fiscal year, was completed at a total cnat of $8,137.11, including extror 
drains, macadamising, and excavations fonnd to be necessary and 
ordered dnring the progress of the work. It was subsequently foatid 
necessary to provide a drainage system for this roadway to protect the 
embankment leading to the bridge across the arm of Monutain Lake, 
and nnder authority from this oltice the work wassatisfaetorilydoneata 
cost of 81,U55,7ii. 

Ou plans and specifications submitted by the depot quartermaster, 
San Fraiici->co, the construction of a i-oadway to connect McDowell 
avenue with the road in the ravine to the southwest of the national 
cemetery was ordered, and i-ontrnct entered into for the work at a cost 
of J2,375. The roadway is now being built. 

GATBWAya AND WALLS. 

The stone itnd iron gateways at Lombard street and First aveune 
entrances to the reservation, which were contracted for in the previous 
fiscal year, were completed at a coat of $3,886.89, including the cost of 
preparing and cutting designs for the caps of the pasts, and some addi- 
tional foundations, etc., which were considered necessary and ordered. 
These gateways, which are set back a siioi't distance from the reserva- 
tion lines, have been provided with wing walls, at a cost of ¥814.8i! for 
those at Lombard street, including s<mie necessary additional founda- 
tions, and 86'J7.44 for thoae at First aveune, including cost of some nec- 
essary preparatory grading. 

Under instructions from this office a contract has been entered into 
or the construction of a stone inclosing wall along part of the reserva- 
tion lines, at a cost of $4.1)7 per lineal foot for an estimated length of 
'2,'2O0 feet, and work has been comiiieuced at Lombard street entrance 
couiiecting with the wing walla there and ruuuiiig southward, 

PLUME AND DITCHES. 

Under authority from this office, dated Fehruaiy 13, 1896, the drain- 
age dume has been repaired and strengthened, and the ditches thatl 
drain the Presidio marsh thoroughly cleaned, at a cost of $106.57. T

On Aagast 139 and 30, 1895, a severe storm passed over Fort Brown 
and Fort Ringgold, Tex., doing considerable damage to buildings, etc., 
amounting to $2,116.15 at the former and $li,039.44 at the latter post. 

On December 31, 1895, Plattsbnrg Barracks, N. Y., was visited by a 
severe wind storm, but the principal damage was conlined to the mess 
hall kitchen and the cooking and ventilating ajiparatus and piping in 
same.

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RESEEVATIONS. 

Uudei- the act of Juuo 37, 1890 (General Ortlors, No. 69, of 1890), 
appropriating 416,500 for purchase of land for target rauges for use of 
Fort McPhersoii, Ga., a desirable tract of abont 1,271 acres, situated 
partly in Carroll and partly in Haralsou counties, 1 J miles southeast of 
Waco, Ga., and about 50 miles Iroin the post of McPhprson, has finally 
been secured within the appropriation, favorable opinion regarding 
title having been certified by the Department of Justice and deeds 
duly recorded among county rei'ords. 

The land has been suitably marked by boundary stones and a wire 
inclosing fence erected. 

Under terms of act approved July 8, 18S6 (General Orders, So, 53, of 
1886), the grounds comprising Old Fort Brady, Mich., aathorized to be 
sold, were duly platted, appniised, etc., aud under public advertisement 
the buildings and fencing were disposed of at auction in October, 1893, 
for the sum of $3,073.50. 

TJiirty-sis lots have under the act been sold at public and private 
sale (at not lews tlian appraised value), total amount realized being 
$33,675.79, which sum (less cost attending sales) has been deposited 
in the Treasury, 

The remaining unsold lots are in charge of the post quari ermaster, 
Fort Brady, Mich., to whom application for purchase ia made. 

Under act approved March 1, 1890, the military reservation ol' Old 
Fort Bliss, Tes., was jtlatted, appraised, and advertised for sale at 
public auction July 3, 1895.

Bliss, Texas; said money to be expended under the direction of the 
Secretary of War." 

In sundry civil act approved August 18, 1834 [General Orders, No. 13, 
of 1894), $7,000 is granted for acquiring additional laad<<, not exceed- 
ing 190 acres, at Fort Ethan Allen, Vt. 

Owner of desired grounds not being willing to sell for the sum appro- 
priated, condemnation proceedings followed, the Department of Justice 
advising the War Department January 28, 1890, that the court had 
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accepted and confirmed the reiiort i»f the commiBsionerB and ordere^ 
that Gratou Brand, the owner of the land, convey the same to th^ 
United States by good and sufficient deed of warranty, upon payinent| 
by the United States of the $10,000 awarded as damages. 

In order to complete the purchase, (Jongress, in sundry civil act ( 
June 11, 181>C, appropriated the additional J3,()00. The deed of waj-| 
ranty haa been obtained and is now awaiting opinion of the Depart-:J 
ment of Justice as to validity, etc.
